Meanwhile they waited anxiously for the terms of the Bel­ 
grade reply to the ultimatum of Premier Mussolini, demanding 
acceptance of the Italian thesis for the settlement of the Fiume 
question by Saturday. 
It is reported the Belgrade reply has already reached Rome 
and is being studied by the Italian government. 
The question of war or peace, it is believed, will be decided by the 
document. 
Great Britain, for the moment, is not directly concerned in the dispute, 
and there is little likelihood that she will be seriously involved, although 
statesmen realize the dangers of a new general European conflagration.

At Iona an upright stone is said to 
confer th?* power of pond steering upon 
any sailor who will stretch ids arm 
along it.

COMMI M ST ACTIVITIES 


THE report of thu United States coal commission on the 
causes of the Herrin massacre show that the horrib le outrage did 
not result from the control of the workers 
b y the reds. 
The re­ 
port reads; “ It has b een suggested that this was a communistic 
movement. 
It is true that communists have made efforts to es­ 
tab lish organizations in that county, and that a few foreigners 
were induced to join; b ut there is no evidence that this had any 
relation to this lamentab le and horrib le occurrence. 
The voters 
are intensely partisan and divide along normal lines with a neg­ 
ligib le socialist vote.” 
The report criticizes pub lic officials for failing to prevent the 
outrage, the Southern Illinois Coal company for defying the union 
and creating the conditions that pre c ipita te the massacre, and 
sub ordinate officials of the unions for defending those who took 
part in the killing of workers who had taken the places of the 
regular miners who were on strike. 
This statement of the United States coal commission, pre­ 
pared after a thorough study of the conditions in this coal field, 
s how s that the massacre was not the* result of communist influence 
and that those who took pai t in it vote the two 
m a j o r tickets in 
elections, b ut while this is true the report of the United Mine 
Workers of America shows thal in other places the communists' 
are making inroads on the miners of the nation. 
T his second 
report assert that “ Imported revolution is knocking at the door 
of the United Mine Workers of America and of fin- people of the 
United States and Canada.” 
It is well to consider these two reports together. 
To b lame 
communists for that for which they are not responsib le is to give 
them credit for a strength they do not possess, while, on the other 
hand, to ignore the “b oring from witflin” which is going on in 
the lab or movement would endanger the security of the American 
government. 
The American people and the American government must 
recognize the 
c a us e s that underlie the Herrin massacre and the 
spread of communistic propaganda. 
The report of the I nited 
States coal commission, in which the Southern Illinois Coal com­ 
pany is b lamed with others for the massacre, shows that repub ­ 
lican and democrat voters may b ecome memb ers of b lood-thirsty 
mob s when their temper has b een aroused. The Herrin massacre 
was an effect and a cause lay b ehind it. The treatm ent meted out 
to groups b y those who control the forces of a district may result 
in turning normally peaceab le people into murderers and^ those 
who vote the old party tickets into communists. 
The major prob lem b efore the government and the people of 
the United States has to do with causes. 
The reason for the 
acceptance of the principles of communism b y workers must b e 
considered and those causes removed, as far as possib le. 
While 
it is true that there are those who accept the theories of the com­ 
munists b ecause these seem to them to promise u change which 
they desire, irrespective of the conditions in which they live, it is 
moie prob ab le that tor conditions of the majority lead to the ac­ 
ceptance of the teachings of those who would destroy the present 
order of government. 
When the people feel that they are not 
tieated as they ought to b e under the provisions of the C onstitution 
and tiiat large interests are ab le to ignore the Constitution and use 
officials of county, state and national governments for their ends, 
ends which are not Constitutional b ut private or corporate and 
sub versive of the rights that are guaranteed b y the Constitution, 
they are made ready to respond to the appeals ol those who seek 
the overthrow of the present order. 
When the United States is 
governed Constitutionally there will b e no reason to fear for its 
future. The spirit b ehind the Constitution is its strength, and the 
spirit b ehind the government will either preserve it or destroy it. 
Peoples don’t destroy government; governments destroy them­ 
selves.

h e report of the United States coal commission on 
causes of the Herrin massacre show that the horrible outrage 
not result from the control of the workers by the reds.

It is true that communists have made efforts to es­ 
tablish organizations in that county, and that a Jew foreigners 
were induced to join; but there is no evidence that this had any 
relation to this lamentable and horrible occurrence.

are intensely partisan and divide along normal lines with a n e g ­ 
ligible socialist vote.” 
The report criticizes public officials for failing to prevent the 
outrage, the Southern Illinois Coal company for defying the union 
and creating the conditions that precipitated the massacre, and 
subordinate officials of the unions for defending those who took 
part in the killing of workers who had taken the places of the 
regular miners who were on strike. 
This statement of the United States coal commission, pre­ 
pared after a thorough study of the conditions in this coal field, 
shows that the massacre was not the result of communist influence 
and that those who took pail in it vote the two major tickets in 
elections, but while this is true the report of the United Mine 
Workers of America shows thai in other places the communists 
are making inroads on the miners of the nation.

report assert that “Imported revolution is knocking at the door 
of the United Mine Workers of America and of the people of the 
United States and Canada.”

they desire, irrespective of the conditions in which they live, it is 
more probable that toe conditions of the majority lead to the ac­ 
ceptance of the teachings of those who would destroy the present 
order of government. 
When the people feel that they are not 
treated as they ought to be under the provisions of the Constitution 
and that large interests are able to ignore the Constitution and use 
officials of county, state and national governments for their ends, 
ends which are not Constitutional but private or corporate and 
subversive of the rights that are guaranteed by the Constitution, 
they are made ready to respond to the appeals of those who seek 
the overthrow of the present order. 
When the United States is 
governed Constitutionally there will be no reason to fear for its 
future. The spirit behind the Constitution is its strength, and the 
spirit behind the government will either preserve it or destroy ii. 
Peoples don’t destroy government; governments destroy them­ 
selves.

Italy is under the dictatorship of a man whose qualifications are 
those of force rather than ability and culture, Russia has its 
Lenine and even in the United States the people are turning away 
from trained and qualified leaders to those whose qualifications for 
office come through their ability to criticize the present order and 
their promises to change things in some way not characterized by 
any definiteness of policy. 
It is interesting that at a time when these facts are in evi­ 
dence, George Bernard Shaw, himself a socialist, is demanding 
that officials of governments and legislators be chosen on the 
ground of their qualifications and that the voters be placed under 
the compulsion of voting for men whose qualifications have been 
determined by a commission duly chosen to pass upon them.
